OUTBREAK, 


Official Account of the Casualties Given 


Out by Minister of Interior. 


St. Petersburg, May 11.—The minis- 


ter of the Interior has circulated a 
long, official account of the 
recent 


anti-Semitic outbreak 
at 
Kisheneff, 


capital of Buaravla. He says 45 per- 
sons were killed, 424 were injured and 
that 700 houses and 600 shops were 
looted. The minister attributes the 
ot ritual murders, leading- to a clamor 
of riotual murders, leading to a clamor 
for an attack on the Jews and says the 


immediate cause of the outbreak was 
the ill treatment of a Christian wo- 
man by a Jew. The- destruction 
of 


Jewish property and the murders fol- 
lowed. 


The Interior minister, on the direct 


instruction of the Caar, has notified 
the governors that they will be held 
personally responsible for their fail- 
ure to take proper measures to pre- 
vent similar acts of violence.
